Wastewater/Stormwater Discharge Permit Fee 
Public Workshops in November and December 
  from Ecology’s Water Quality Program  

Background 

The Washington Department of Ecology administers state and federal permit 
programs to regulate wastewater and stormwater discharges into Washington’s surface 
and ground waters. Wastewater discharge permit holders include large and small 
industries such as pulp mills, fish hatcheries, and food processing facilities. Domestic 
wastewater treatment plants operated by government entities are also required to have 
wastewater discharge permits. 

In accordance with state water pollution control law– RCW 90.48.465 – all holders of 
permits are required to pay fees. Ecology uses fees collected from permit holders to 
recover all eligible costs associated with operating Ecology’s wastewater discharge 
permit program. The program’s operating budget is determined by the state 
Legislature.  

Upcoming Workshops 

Ecology will hold five public workshops to discuss proposed amendments to the 
permit fee rule. Issues that will be discussed at the workshops include: 

• Increasing fees for fiscal years 2005 and 2006 

• Expanding the definition for animal units 

• Establishing fees for Phase 2 Municipal Stormwater entities 

• Re-examining the definition for Noncontact Cooling Water
